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RIGID PROVISIONS 
IN ELECTION ACT 


New Clauses Affecting Candidates, 
Electors, Newspapers and 
Corporations. 


Ottawa, Sept, 2—J. G. Foley, clerk 
of the crown in chancery, has com- 
pleted the new Dominion Election act, 
which went into effect on July 2. It 
contains many new provisions affect- 
ing candidates, electors and newe- 
papers and printing offices. 

It is made a criminal offence pun- 
ishable by a heavy fine to take down, 
mutilate or deface any proclamation, 
notice, voters’ list or other document 
required to be posted up under the 
provisions of the act. 

No person can make a.y contribu- 
tion on behalf of any candidate ex- 
cept through the agent of euch can- 
didate. 

The bribery provisions in the act are 
mide nfuch more severe. 

Canvaseing by persons residing out- 
side of Canada is made un indictable 
offence. 

Printing offices are required to give 
the address of the printer and pyb- 
lisher on every class of printed ma- 
terial used in connection with an elec. 
tion. 

The making of false statements with 
respect to the personal character of a 
candidate renders a person making 
it liable to a fine of not less than 
$100, 

A contribution for political purposes 
by any company or association ia also 
mude an indictable offence. 


ANOTHER NEGRO LYNCHED. 
Summary Justice Meted Out for Dast- 
ardly Crime. 


Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 8—A mob 
hammered its way into the jail at Ox- 
ford, Miss., tonight and lynched a 
negro who assaulted and cut Mrs. Me- 
Mullen'’s throat at that place yester- 
day afternoon. Mrs. MeMullen’s hus- 
band, who was a prisoner in the jail, 
sent the negro, who was a trusty, to 
his house with a message to his wife 
and while there the assault was made, 
The shevilf abandoned the jail to keep 
from being forced to give up the pris- 
oner and the moh hammered its way 
into it. The jail is said to be the 
strongest in Mississippi, and several 
hours werd consumed in battering 
down the walls. 


THIS DEATH COMPACT 
‘ HAS*NO- PARALLEL 


Horrible Story From Qmahe—Three 
People Desire to Die and, Strange 
Combination of Circumstances 
Prevent Ordinary Methods of Self- 
Destruction. 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 8—Edgar Allen 
Poe's diseased mind, at its best, or 
iim worst, never wrote or imagined a 
more horrible story than was told 
coolly and calmly this afternoon on 
the witness stand at the inquest into 
the death of Dr. F. T. Rustin, an 
Omaha surgeon, who was found dying 
on his porch one week ago tonight 
with a bullet through his body. 

The story told was of three people 
all wanting to die, one because of his 
inability to provide for his wife and 
children—although one of the bright- 
est surgeons in the west, and further 
because of his infatuation for a com- 
mon prostitute; the second, a» woman, 
anxious and willing to die because of 
her love tor the doctor; and the third, 
a young man winting to die because 
of insomnia. 

The woman refused to die until after 


the physician was dead, The phy- 
sician could not suicide because of 
clauses in his insurance policies 


which would prevent his family from 
receiving the benefits therefrom, The 
woman would not murder the doctor 
because of her love for him. The 
third man, according to the story, just 
¢imply wanted poison and was ready 
to shoot and kill the physician in 
return for enough drugs to produce 
death, and after shooting the physic- 
ian, the man was ready to take the 
drug and die, and the woman had 
made preparations to kill herself. 

The physician died, the woman and 
the other man atil! live, the latter 
recovering from a dose of a dozen 
tablets of morphine and a swallow of 
ehloride of gold. The woman was 
arrested before she could carry out 
her portion of the compact. 

Tustin was the physician Mrs. A. 
8. Rice the woman and Charles Davis, 
a wealthy young man is the third of 
this remarkable trie. 

Mrs. Rice took the witness stand 
this afternoon and told of her rela- 
tions with Rustin. She coolly told of 
the compact of how Rustin was murd- 
ered of how Davis tried ta end his 
life, and of the fact that only her ar- 
rest prevented her from the fulfilment 
of the self-destruction compact.

HE KEPT NO RECORD. 


Of Business Done With Department— 
Interested in Bank Account Oniy. 


Montreal, Sept. &—At this after- 
neon's sitting of the inquiry into the 
management of the Marine and Fish- 
eries Department, before Judge Cas- 
sels, evidence was given by G. T. Mer- 
win. Mr. Merwin said that though 
he was agent for the Safety Car Heat- 
er Company in New York, and the 
Sabmarine Signal Company and part- 
ner of the F. L. Brooks Co., which 
firms had sold hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of material to the 
Marine Departmeni, hevshad kept ab- 
solutely no .record of the business 
done. He was unable to give details 
oi the business, because he tore up 
his letters and threw away his cheque 
stubs and kept no letter book. He 
cared little for such detail so long as 
he knew how the bank account stood. 
Merwin declared be sent ail letters 
to New York, and he knew of no rea-, 
son why these books and recornis 
should not be produced, and would do 
what he could to have them sent here. 

With regard to the F. L. Brooks Co., 
which had sold large quantities of 
lighthouse supplies to the department, 
he was only interested to the extent 
of $2,500. He had since sqyered his 
connections with the firm and had 
destroyed his records, thinking they 
were of no value, 


JAPAN OPFERS. FINE 
FIELD FOR CANADA 


W.T. R. Preston in Report Deals With 
the Opportunities Offered Canad- 
ian Timber and Lumber Industry 
—Canada'’s Agricultural Exports 
Improve in Quality. 


Ottawa, Bept. &—A report received 
ft the department of trade and com- 
meree from the office of the trade 
commissioner at Birmingham, Eng., 
says there has been a great improve 
ment in the quality of butter, cheese, 
eggs and bacon shipped to England 
from Canada lately. He also men- 
tious that there are fewer reporte of 
shortages in shipments. The demand 
ioy Canadian goods is steadily on the 
increase, 

W. T. R, Preston, trade commission- 
er at Yokohama, Japan, has just is- 
sued a department of trade and com- 
ierce report which showe the great 
possibilities for Canada in the lumber 
and timber trade, espécially for pine 
and British Columbia heavy timbers. 
He shows the growing need for these 
in the railways and national works 
going on in Japan, especially in the 
imperial yards, where millions of feet 
of lumber will be needed -during the 
next two or three years for the build- 
ing of wharves, ships and so on. 

He is of the opinion that $10,000,000 
worth of lumber and timer will be 
needed in the ship yards alone dur- 
ing the next year. He shows how 
283,000,000 feet of lumber can be used 
by Japau. A large part of this must 
be imported. The United States naw 
yets the bulk of this lumber trade 
and is hot aiter it. The city of Tokio 
is practically being rebuilt and there 
are vast possibilities there. Canada’s 
chances at this stage of Japan's hie- 
tory is pointed out.

PACKING PLANT 
READY 'T0 OPEN 


General Manager Says Company Will 


Make Hog Raising Profitable 
To Farmers. 


C. H. Bradley, general manager of 
the J. Y. Griftin Co. packing plant, 
has arrived in Edmonton. Along with 
Mr. Bradley came F. Foulds, office 
manager at the plant; W. V. Steven- 
son, chief clerk; J. R. Slack, district 
live stock buyer; and General Super- 
intendent T. W. Fletcher, who comes 
from South Omaha and will move his 
family here shortly. 

Mr. Bradley received a Bulletin re- 
presentative in the rotyanda of the 
Alberta hotel last night and spoke 
freely on several matters connected 
with the new concern. In accordance 
with statements that have previous- 
ly been made in the Bulletin as to 
when the plant would be in opera- 
tion, Mr. Bradley stated that they 
will be open for business next week. 

“On how large a scale will the plant 
be run at first?” inquired the Bulle- 
tin, 

“Of course we will have to buy 
right along according to our outlet,” 
replied Mr. Bradley, “That cannot be 
expected to be very great at the be- 
ginning, but with our large eelling 
organization which will arrive in the 
course of a week, a good outlet will 
soon be provided. You may take it 
for granted, however. that unless there 
are more hoge and cattle in the coun- 
try than there are reported to be we 
will soon make away with them. I 
cannot say as to the cattle for doubt- 
less there are more in the country 
than we can accommodate at the pres- 
ent time, but we are anxious,to lay 
all the hogs and sheep that our buy- 
ers can rustle together. We will likely 
want more hogs than we can get.” 

Market in the West. 

“Where will your products be mar- 
keted chiefly?” 

“A certain percentage will find a 
local market, while the greater portion 
will go to the Pacific coast and even- 
tually to Alaska and throughout the 
whole north country.” 

‘*Will you cater much to the eastern 
and British trade?’ 

“In certain 6easons of the year some 
products may go to the Atlantic coast 
but we have not been reckoning on 
that trade to any great extent. We 
will direct more attention to the 
country beyond the Rockies.” 

Requirements of the Plant. 

The Bulletin drew attention to the 
inquiries that are being made on the 
part of the ranchers and farmers of 
the province as to the requirements of 
the plant in the line of live stock and 
asked Mr. Bradley what he could say 
regarding this. 

“L suppose the bulk of inquiries 
will be regarding the grunty animal 
“what pays the rint’’ and clears off 
so many mortgages in all districts 
where the hog industry flourishes. All 
hogs weighing from 150 to 250 pounds 
are the most desirable and tarmers 
will find that it will pay them to mar- 
ket their hogs when they are within 
these limits.” 

“Can you 6ay as to the prices you 
will be paying iov live stack?’ 

“We will pay the market price every 
time. I see hogs have gone up con- 
siderably in price. A few months ago 
they were $4.50 per ewt. in Edmonton 
and now they are $5 to $5.75. When 
the call is made for the first delivery 
of hogs [ should say the price will 
range from $5.50 to $5.75 per ewt. We 
will, of course, meet the market quo- 
tations in cattle and sheep.” 

“Will you have your manufacturing 
plant in operation soon for the work- 
ing of the bye-products into soap, 
glue, ete.?"’ 

“No, we will not likely turn out the 
finished article at first but the bye- 
products will all be taken care of and 
shipped out as soap étock, ete.” 

The Farmer and the Hog Industry. 

“You can rest assured,” added Mr. 
Bradley, “that we have put up a large 
establishment here and that we are 
determined to make it a sure proposi- 
tion, The farmers will have a steady 
market for their hogs. That they 
raise hogs in ever increasing quanti- 
ties is a matter of vital importance 
to us and you may be sure that we 
will make it protitable for them to do 
so. During a drive throughout the 
country yesterday | saw many well 
equipped farms where there are splen- 
did farm buildings, and where there 
are horses, cattle, sheep and poultry 
all ilourishing and yet hogs are no- 
where to be seen. In a mixed farming 
country such as this is the farmer can 
readily be induced to turn to the hog 
industry provided the prives are made 
right for him.”

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STRIKERS THREATEN 
RIOT IN MONTREAL 


Arrival of Mechanics From England is 
Signa! For Demonstration Against 
Strike Sreakers—Police Protect 
Men-—Clarke Has Not Been Dis- 
missed—Is Back of Strike Broken?

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Montreal, Que., Sept. 8.—Efforta at 
rioting were again made by the C.P.R 
striking mechanics this afternoon and 
serious trouble was only prevented by 
the prompt action of the police. Long 
before the arrival of the afternoon 
work trains, bringing back men from 
the Angus shops to the station, it’ was 
noticed that’ there was an unusual 
gathering of men in the park opposite, 
and by five o'clock several hundred 
strikers were gathered. It was fear 
ed that a concerted move was on foot, 
and half a hundred police were secret- 
ly introduced to the station by another 
entrance. As soon as the train ar- 
rived the strikers started to hiss and 
cry ‘‘seab.”’ But the police divided 
the workmen into small bodies and 
sent each detachment out of the sta- 
tion with a bodyguard of bluecoats 
with clubs ready for any trouble. 

This quieted the enthusiasm of the 
strikers, and after hooting each de- 
tachment as it emerged, they dispers- 
ed without any attempt at violence. 
The number of men the C.P.R, is gett- 
ing from Great Britain and the failure 
of Mr. Somerville’s efforts to induce 
the Minister of Labor to interfere in 
the matter, have made the strikers 
very uneasy, and it is likely that some 
effort will be made ere long to end the 
trouble before their places are all 
taken by men from the old country. 

Too Communicative; That's All. 

Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 8.—There is ap- 
parently no truth in the rumors 
afloat in Toronto and Winnipeg to the 
effect that Mr. J: Clarke, of Ottawa, 
aecident inspector of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners, has resigned, 
or been asked to send in his resigna- 
tion. According to what could be 
gathered here nothing has happened 
Mr. Clarke beyond a request ‘rom the 
Commissioners that he meet them in 
Winnipeg on Thursday. Clarke, it 
appears, has been a little too com- 
municative to newspapers in regard 
to the eondition of railway rolling 
stock, as a result .of the strike of the 
C.P.R. mechanics. The railway com- 
mission has no concern with the ac 
tual merits of the strike. Their duty, 
and also the duty of the inspectors, it 
ix pointed out, is to see that the safety 
of the public is not imperilled ani 
they naturally take the view that any 
information from the — inspector: 
should reach the board first. 

Have Secured Enough Men. 

Montreal, Que., Sept, 8.—Although 
the C.P.R. employment agencies are 
still. open, it is stated that few men 
Officials state 


are being engaged, c 
that they have enough skilled men 
to do all the necessary repairs. Bell 


Hardy, however, insists that the men 4

in a blaze. 
No Avenue of Escape. 

Duluth, Minn,, Sept. &—The district 
about Grand Marais is cut off by 
the flames, and from 600 to 1,000 set- 
tlers are fighting for their lives with 
no avenue of escape. The fire 
penned them in and the flames are 
pushing toward the lake shore with 
feariul rapidity, Muany settlers may 
be forced to take retuge in the waters 
of Lake Superior, <A frantic appeal 
for help was sent to Duluth to-day 
by the steamer America which brought 
down many of the settlers, The Un- 
ited States steamship Gopher, with 
two companies of the naval reserves, 
left to-night with provisions and will 
pick up call settlers found along the 
lake. Grand Marais, a village of ubout 
600 inhabitants, it is feared, will be a 
total lose, There are no telegraph con- 
nections with the village, and no raii- 
road there. Many ‘ives may be lost 
if the fires destroy the town, as there 
would not be boats enough to pick up 
all the inhabitants. 

Raging For a Week. 

The fire has been raging in the vi- 
cinity of Parmenter for the last week, 
but heavy northwest winds last night 
fanned the flames towards the village 
and in a short time completely sur- 
rounded it, burning farm buildings 
and grain stacks. While the men 
were fighting the fire under the di- 
rection of Deputy State Fire Warden 
A. B. Bedell, the women were busy 
loading their household goods in box 
and flat cars on a eliding and a loco- 
motive was being made ready to cafry 
away the villagers, The fires, how- 
ever, crept over near to the railroad 
bridge, where a desperate fight with 
the aid of water pumped from the ten- 
der of a locomotive was put up to 
save the structure as a means of es- 
cape. Ten thousand cords of wood, 
valued at $40,000, was consumed by 
the flames, besides other timber va- 
lued at $25,000, and five or six farm- 
houses and barns, totalling $20,000. 
Some stock was burned, but no loss 
ot human life is reported. The fire 
in Greenwood settlement was brought 
under control last night by a large 
force of men felling trees, shovelling 
sand and digging trenches to prevent 
the flames spreading among the dry 
leaves that curpet the ten 

The damage in the Greenwood dis- 
trict can not yet be even approxim- 
ately estimated, but it is known that 
it rune away up into the hundreds of

Cloud of Smoke Overhangs Lake.

SUCCESSFUL POLITICAL 
REUNION IN VICTORIA 


Minister of Inland Revenue is Accord- 
ed Rousing Reception by Liberals 
of British Columbia's Capital—in 
Speech he Refers to Statesmaniike 
Legislation of Federal Government 


Victoria, B.C, Sept. 8—Hon. W. 
Templeman, minister of inland rev- 
enue,was accorded a bumper reception 
here toight at a smoking concert, 
the occasion being a welcome home 
after the session. The institute hall 
was crowded to the doors and the min- 
ister delivered a lumincus address tel- 
ling of the many things making for 
the material prosperity which the Do- 
minion government had done for 
British Columbia. He alluded to the 
Japanese question and eulogized the 
statesmanlike manner in which it 
was handled. The Lemieux agree- 
ment was working out admirably, he 
said, and should the timé ever come 
when it failed to act he could say 
without hesitation that Canada would 
withdraw from the treaty with Japan 
and an act tantamount to excluding 
Japanese would be passed. He per- 
sonally favored exclusion, but such a 
law was impossible for the statesmen 


of Canada at this time in view of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty. 
Commenting further on the achieve- 


ments of the government here he al- 
luded to the chain of life-saving ap- 
paratus established along the coast of 
British Columbia, effective proof that 
everything possible was being done 
to avert further shipping disasters. 
Great applause greeted his remarks 
when he stated that Victoria might 
eventually be the terminus of the 
Giand Trunk Pacific on this coast. He 
iMlustrated this possibility by refer- 
ring to the subsidy which the gov- 
ernment had given the Vancouver and 
eastern railway, which would bring 
the island line to the nearest point on 
the mainland, its continuation even- 
tually linking it up with the trans- 
continental. In conclusion he pleaded 
ignorance as to the date of the gen- 
eral elections, but urged all Liberals 
te be doubly prepared, The gather- 
ing, at which Ralph Smith, Liberal 
M.P. for Nanaimo, was one of the 
speakers, was probably the most sue- 
cessful political reunion ever held in 
Victoria,

Richard H. Little, one of the Chie. 
ago newspaper men who toured the 
West ufder the auspices of Herbert 
Vanderhoof, of the ‘Canada West,” 
has written his first letter for his 
paper, the Chicago Record-Herald. 
His story has a distinctly American 
tinge to it, which is not unnatural 
since it was written to be read by 
Americans, In working out the 
articie he uses an Englishman of a 
type by no means characteristic of the 
Englishmen whe are in the West, and 
who, as a class, are the equals of any 


of the newcedmers to Canada. Mr. 
Little’s story is ee It is as 
follows: 


One hears a great deal in Canada 
abou: the American invasion of the 
Northwest. The Canadians regard the 
ihvasion with complacency, the rail- 
roads and the land companies with 
joy and enthusias, but many con: 
servative English ‘persons jook upon 
it with suspicion and mistrust. 

He was riding in the smoking com- 
partment of a drawing-room car of 
the Northern Canadian railroad, pull- 
ing hard on a briar pipe. He was 
unmistakably English. I didn’t 
blame him for that, but the 74 
whiskers were his own fault. 
glared at me sternly for a long ime 
until I tried to remember how much 
I owed him and whether he was the 
landlord of the flat or the _ tailor. 
Finally he exploded with a dull sick- 
ening sound. 

““You" ‘re a yankee, I suppose,’”’ he 


said, “coming to Canada to_ invest 
your money, and take it all back 
again?” 

“I have invested a little money 


since I’ve been in Canada,” I admitt- 


ed. 

“You Yankees are fearfully lucky,” 
said the English person. ‘‘T suppose 
you closed out gf a big figure, what?” 

“No,” I was forced to say, ‘‘ my 
investment was unfortunate.” 

“What,” roared the Englishman, “a 
Yankee lose, what was the matter, did 
you lose your nerve?’ 

“No,” I had to day, “I lost simply 
because the three kings and a pair of 
trays are consigergd better than a nice 
pat flush.’ 

“I’m not speaking of pokah,”’ said 
the English person, “I supposed you 
one of the horde of Yankees pouring 
into Canada to get rich and take the 
money home and spend it.” 

“Not at all,” [ protested, “I don’t 
sympathize with the Yankee _ peril. 
I’m an Australian myself and study- 
ing this subject just as you are.” 

Terrible Yankee Peril. 

This calmed the Englishman, T 
went on to say that I thought the im- 
migration of Yankees should pe 
checked. This caused applause. 

“Right ho,” said he with the side 
whiskers. 

Then we settled down to discuss the 
Yankee peril. Sidewhiskers said it 
should be stopped at once. I was for 
+ going further. I thought .ey ought 
to be rounded up and deported, I 
pointed out that the Yankees hung 
on to their peculiar customs and tra- 
ditions and would not shave off their 
chin whiskers. Alsd&they smuggled 
in chewing tobacco and taught the 
young Canadians the awful practice. 

“What they’re after,” said Side- 
ayers “is to fill the blooming coun- 

full of blooming Yankees and then 
jo ly well annex the whole blawsted 
country,” 

‘Hear, hear,” I said. ‘‘The yankee 
must go. A treaty must be made with 
the United States against the import- 
ation of Yankee labor and those now 
in the country must give up their ob- 
jectionable customs, chief among 
which is the firing of cannon crackers 
and the beating of tom-toms during 
the American new year, the fourth of 
July.”

“You are a disgrace to your Eng- 
lish ancestors,” declared Sidewhisk- 
ers, with great heat. 


“My English ancestors,” said the

Dutch and my fatherland is lowa. 

But I’m a Canadian now, and a good 
Canadian, too.” 

Sidewhiskers beat a retreat, but T 
femained to talk to the tayor. 

“That feller’s full of prunes,” said 
the mpyor, dropping into the dialect 
of the old country. “Why the people 
that come in here from the States 
make as good Canadians as are born 
anywhere in the Dominion. You see, 
it’s no great change for an American 
7 become a Canadian.

“The United States was the first 
nation to try the experiment of «a 
federal constitution.

“You bet your life. You have to be 
naturalized before you can own home- 
stead land. Americans get naturalized 
just as quick as they can hop into 
politics, Americans just naturally 
take to polities. There’s lots of them 
in the provincial parliaments and 
holding government offices. I’m = a 
Liberal myself. We had the hottest 
election out here you ever saw not 
long ago, and we just cleaned the Con- 
servatives up. People in Toronto and 
Ontario and in the eastern part of 
Canada generally are shocked out of 
their boots at the way we whoop it 
up at election time out here in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta provinces, You 
know what does it? It’s the American 
influence. You know we don’t get 
regular elections every four years like 
we used to in the States. Only once 
in a while, when the government goes 
out. 

“So when we do get a chance at an 
election we sure do go in and stir ’em 


up. We know how, you see. We 
didn’t live in the United States for 
nothing.” 


Pa as the Fourth of July?” I 
asked, 

“Say,”’ said young Mr. Wentz, earn- 
estly, “you ought to come up here 
some time in July. The First of July 
is the Capadign gational holiday and 
we celedta aia then three days 
later it’s) ‘olrth and we celebrate 
that just as much as we ever did down 
in the state, and all ‘the other Cana- 
cians, bern and naturalized, turn in and 
help us.

Out of the declaration 
ef independence came the federal consti- 
tution, and out of that experiment came 
the second great free government, found- 
ed on just about the same lines—Can- 
ada,” 

We arrived at the city of Asquith, 
which is one of the older cities of the 
neighborhood around Saskatoon, having 
arrived at the mature age of one year. It 
now has 500 people, several banks and a 
newspaper, the Asquith Empire. 

The editor, Mr, MacLachland, pre- 
sented himself and [ promptly insulted 


him by supposing that his paper was 
priated on a hand press, 
“A hand press? No, no!” said the

and things, but we can’t built trees. 
That's about the only thing around 
bere that takes time to grow. 

The Man From Missouri. 

We went back to Saskatoon and on the 
Way we passed an ox cart and stopped to 
talk to the driver. He was a sturdy 
looking young man. 

“I thought everybody that came up 
here owned an avitomobile inside of five 
years,” I complained to young Mr. 
Wentz, ‘and that man is driving an ox 
team.” 

“Well,” said young Mr. Wents, “he 
hasn't been here five years, Ask him.” 

“Have you been in this ccuntry five 
years?” I asked the driver of the ox 
team.

New York, Sept. 8.—The government 
issued its crop report today, giving the 
condition of spring wheat, corn and 
oats of September 1. When harvest- 
ed the condition of spring was 80.7, 
which compares favorably with 77.1 at 
the time of harvest in 1907 and the 
ten year average of 77.9. Although 
this means a yield of 36 million vush- 
ely more than last year, the availabie 
supply on July ist was 60,000,000 
bushels léss than the previous year. 
Tius while the crop this year is larger 
than iast year’s amount, the spring 
wheat in the country is now about 
25,000,000 bushels less than a year 
‘go, owing to the decrease in the left- 
over. On September Ist the condi- 
tion of ‘corn was 79.4, compared with 
22.5 a month ago and 80.2 a year ago. 
This indicates a yield of 2,595,597,000 
bushels, or about 125,900,000 less than 
last year.

The Calgary Victoria Basebalk team 


thengh defeated on Saturday last by the 
Calgary Liberals have declined to give 
up the Brewery Cup. This was somewhat 
wnexpected, but it is up to the Victorias 
to take whatever action they desire in 
the matter, The Brewery cup carries 
with it the championship of Alberta, 

The Brewery cap has always been a 
storm centre in baseball. There has al- 
ways been a keen, hard struggle to get 
Possessign of it, and there has always 
been « hard, vigorous struggle by the 
holders of it. On only one occasion has 
any club held the cup against the chal- 
lengers. It is ever on the move. 

The Brewery cup was donated by the 
Calgary Brewery Co. to promote the 
haseball game in Alberta, In 1904 it 
was handed over to the Calgary baseball 
team, which had won the championship 
of Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories, 

Wetaskiwin was the first challenger 
and on August %, 4 and 5, 1905, fought 
three hard battles with the Calgary 
feam, winning two of them and taking 
the cup north. 

Hardly had the cup reached Wetaski- 
win when the Banff team put in a chal- 
lenge, and three of the hardest battles 
ever played, brought the mug to Banff. 
This was doubtless the best series in 
the history of the mug. Byram the left 
hand wonder, pitched the games for the 
winners, 

Canmore at once challenged Banff and 
won the cup by default, as the Banff 
tedm had disbanded, Banff held the 
cup but a few days, 

Calgary challenged Canmore the same 
season, but won only one of the three» 
games, 

In 196 Calgary again challenged for 
the cup and won it very easily, in the 
most uninteresting game ever played for 
the mug. There were no more challenges 
that season, 

Ai the beginning of 1907 ,the Calgary 
team having turned professional, the 
stewards put the cup up as a prize for 
a baseball tournament at the celebration 
ow Victoria day. The Victorias won by 
defauit, and held it for the rest of the 
season without being challenged. The 
challenge by the Liberal club was the 
first for the present season. The game on 
Saturday in Calgary was the same high- 
elass game that all the Brewery eup 
games, with the exception of the last 
Calgary-Canmore game. 

And now it is up to Edmonton to ehal- 
lenge for this cup and bring ft up fo the 
capital where it properly belongs,
